Not only was John L. Sullivan The 
best-known of all American pugilists, 
b ut it cannot be denied th at the great 
m ajority of his fellow-country men, no 
m atter how much they disapproved of 
prizefighters and prizefighting. Imd for 
this particular product of the squared 
ring a feeling in which th ere were a p ­ 
preciable elem ents of pride and affec­ 
tion* states a w riter in the New York 
Times. 
H e was, of course, for m any y ears 
th e idol of all to whom such prow ess 
as his appeals, and there seems to have 
been no doubt th a t the man had lik­ 
able qualities in addition to his cour­ 
age—-which is a quality that earns and 
wins respect, no m atter by whom dis­ 
play ed or how. 
A tale used to be told of somebody 
who ventured to converse in the p res­ 
ence of the Archbishop of C anterbury 
about an approaching battle betw een 
the then heavy weight champions of 
G reat Britain and the United States. 
According to the legend, the prelate 
professed his proper ignorance of such 
m atters, but could not refrain from 
adding that nevertheless it seemed to 
him probable 
th a t 
the 
Englishman 
would win. 
So Sullivan, even in his 
most roisterous day s, w as ex pected to 
win by the whole American public, and 
w hen a t last he fell there was more 
sorrow for his defeat than acclaim for 
the victor. 
No other pugilist ever has gained In 
America the position Sullivan held, ami 
probably no other representative of his 
class ever will do so. T here was som e­ 
thing amiable, even In his follies and 
weaknesses, and he w as picturesque 
and quotable long a fte r his inevitable; 
fate overtook him.

furth er and conscript not only Incomes, 
but capital, to answ er the riddle, not 
only in w hat equitable and practicable 
m anner they would do It, but w hat the 
nation would gain by It? 


It is true th a t a few y ears ago a 
capital levy w as made in Germany , but 


the percentage of that levy w as so 
small as to actually am ount to no m ore 
than an additional income tax and th at 
a t a time when the regular income tax 
In G erm any w as very m oderate as 
m easured by tiie present stand a rd s of 
income tax ation. 


Only a trifling fraction of a m an’s 
property is held in cash. 
If they con­ 
script a certnin p ercentage of his pos­ 
sessions in stocks nnd bonds, w hat 
would tiie governm ent do w ith them? 


Keep them ? T h a t would not answ er 
its purpose, because the governm ent 
w ants cash, not securities. 


Sell them ? Who is to buy them when 
every one’s funds would be depleted? 


If they conscript a certain percent­ 
age of a m an's real esta te or mine or 
farm or factory , how is thut to he ex ­ 


pressed and converted into cash? 


Are oonscripted assets to be used as 
a basis for the issue of Federal Re­ 
serve bank notes? T h a t would mean 


gross inflation, w ith all its a ttend ant 
evils, dangers and deceptions. 


Would they repudiate a percentage 
of the national debt? R epudiation is 
no less dishonorable in a people th an 
in an Individual, and the penalty for 
failure to respect the sanctity of obli­ 
gations is no different. 


The Thrifty Wo uld Be P-enalized. 


T he fact is th a t tiie governm ent 
would gain nothing in the process of 


capita! conscription and the country 
would be thrown info chaos for the 
tim e being. Tiie m an who has saved 
would be penalized, lie who bus w asted 
would be favored. T h rift and construc­ 
tive effort, resulting in the needful ami 
fructify ing 
accum ulation 
of 
capital, 
would be arrested and lastingly dis­ 
couraged. 


1 can und erstand the c rud e notion of 
th e man who would divide all posses­ 
sions equally . T here would be mighty 
little coming to any one by such distri­ 
bution, and it Is, of course, an utterly 
impossible thing to do, but it Is an un­ 
derstand able notion. 
But by the con­ 
fiscation of capital for governm ent use 
neither th e governiueut nor any indi­ 
vidual would be benefited. 


A vigorously progressive Income tax 


is 
both 
economically 
nnd 
socially 
sound. A capital tux is wholly unsound 
and economically destructive. 


It may nevertheless beeome neces­ 
sary in the case of some of the belliger­ 


ent countries to resort to this ex pedi­ 
ent, but I can conceive of no situation 
likely to arise which would m ake it 


necessary or advisable in this country . 


More than ever would such a tax l>e 
harm ful in tim es of w ar and post-bel­ 
lum reconstruction, when bey ond a l­ 
most all oth er things it is essential to 
stim ulate 
production 
nnd 
prom ote 
thrift, and when every thing which tends 
to have th e opposite effect should he 
rigorously rejected as d etrim ental to 
the nation’s strength nnd well-being.

R everting now to the subject of the 
conscription of men, I know I speak 


the sentim ent of nil those bey ond the 
y ears of y oung maiffiood when I say 
th a t there is not one of us w orthy of 
the nam e of a m an w ho would not 
willingly go to fight If the country 


needed or w anted us to fight. 
But the 
country does not w ant or call its en­ 


tire m anhood to fight. 
It does not 
even call 
any w here ne a r its entire 
y oung m anhood. 
It has called or In­ 
tends to call In the im m ediate future 
perhap s 25 per cent, of its men be­ 
tw een tw enty and th irty y ears of age, 
which m eans probably 
abo ut 4 per 
cent, o f its to tal male po pulatio n of all 


ages. B ut it lias called from Incomes, 
business profits and oth er im posts fall­ 
ing principally on th e well to do. ap­ 
prox im ately ninety per cent, o f o ur 


w ar tax atio n, not to mention tiie con­ 
tributions to the Red Cross, the Y. M. 
C. A. a nd oth er w ar relief activities. 


Let me add in passing th a t 
the chil­ 
dren o f the well to do hav e been taken 
fo r the war in pro po rtio nately g reater 
numbers than the children o f the po o r, 
because those y oung men who are 
needed at home to support dependents 
or to m aintain essential w a r industries 
a re ex em pted from the draft. 


Our Laws Fav o r So ns o f the Po o r. 


The draft ex emptio n reg ulatio ns dis­ 
criminate no t, as in fo rmer wars, in 
fav o r o f the rich man’s so n, but in 
fav o r o f the po o r wo man's so n. 


I realize but too well th a t the b ur­ 
den of the nbivormally high cost of 
i living, 
caused 
lurgely 
by 
the 
war, 
weighs heavily indeed upon w age e a rn­ 
ers and still more upon men and wo­ 
men with m oderate salaries. 
I y ield 
to no one in my desire to see every ­ 
thing done th at is practicable to have 
that burden lightened. 
B ut ex cessive 
tax ation on capital will not accom ­ 
plish t h a t ; on the contrary , it will 
tend to intensify the trouble. 


T ax ation m ust be sound nnd wise 
and scientific and cannot be laid In a 
h aphazard w ay or on im pulse or ac­ 
cording to considerations of politics, 
otherw ise the whole country will suf­ 
fer. 
History has shown over nnd over 
again th a t the laws of economics can­ 
not be defied with im punity nnd th at 
tiie resulting penalty falls upon all 
sections and classes. 


T he question of the individual Is not 
the one th a t counts. 
Tiie question is 
not w h at sacrifices capital should and 
would be willing to boar if dhlled upon, 
but w h at tax es it is to the public ad­ 
v antag e to impose. 


I do not say nil this to plead for a 
reduction of the tax ation on w ealth or 
in order to urge th a t no additional 
tax es be imposed ou w ealth if need be. 
T here Is no limit to the burden which 
in 
time of stress and strain those 
m ust be w illing to boar who can a f ­ 
ford it ex cept only th a t limit which is 
imposed by the consideration that ta x ­ 
ation m ust not reach a point w here 
the business uctivity of the country 
becomes crippled 
and 
its economic 
equilibrium is throw n out of gear, be­ 
cause th at would harm every elem ent 
of the com m onw ealth and diminish 
the w ar-m aking capacity of the nation.

Ho w Ro me Enco ura ged Birth Ra te. 
To encourage the b irth rate the Ro­ 
mans made use of the age-long fight 
of women with property for the power 
to control it. 
This power that it took 
the women of Ehgland and America 
living under the English common law 
2,500 years longer to achieve was 
granted b y Nunia Pompillus, In 715 B. 
C., to women who were mothers of 
three children, who were privileged to 
have “free administration of their own 
affairs without guardian or tutor." To 
the women who had Inherited large 
fortunes this must have b een an ex­ 
ceedingly effective Inducement to the 
rearing of large families, and an ex­ 
cellent counteraction to the various In­ 
fluences in Roman life which Would 
tend to keep the b irth rate down.

Business men, g rea t or small, a re mi 


different from other Am erica ns, and 


we reject the thought tha t any A m eri­ 


can, rich or poor, would be ca pa ble of

bring upon his country the sorrows 


and sufferings of w a r In order to en­ 


rich himself. 
B u sin ess men a re bound 
to be exceedingly hea vy financial losers 
through A m erica ’s entra nce Into the 
war. 
Every elem ent of self-interest 
should have ca used them to use their 
utmost efforts to preserve A m erica ’s 
neutrality, from which they drew so 
much profit during the two and a half 
years before April, 1917. 
E very con­

Our Income T a x and Taxes Abroad. 


(1.) The la rgest incomes a re taxed 
fa r more hea vily here than a nywhere 


else in the world. 
The maximum ra te of income ta x a ­ 
tion here is 67 per cent. 
In England 
it is 42% per c e n t 
Ours is therefore 
50 per cent, higher than Engla nd's, and 
the rate In Engla nd Is the highest pre­ 
vailing anyw here in Europe. 
And in 
addition to the federa l ta x we must 
boar In mind our sta te and municipal 


taxes. 
(2.) Moderate and small Incomes, on 
the other hand, a re subject to a fa r 
smaller ra te of ta xa tion here tha n In 


England. 


in America Incomes of married men 


up to $2,000 a re not subject to any 
federal Income la x at all. 


In Engla nd the Income tax is:

(If we add the so called “occupa ­ 
tional” ta x our total taxation on in­ 
comes of $10,(XX) is 6% per cent, and 
on incomes of $15,000 9% per c e n t) 


In other words, our income taxation 
Is more democratic than that of any 
other country In that the largest in­ 
comes are taxed much more heavily 
and the sm all and moderate incomes 
much more lightly than anywhere else 
and incomes up to $2, 000 for married 
men not taxed at all. 


(3.) 
It Is true, on the other hand, 
tha t on very la rge incomes— ns distin­ 
guished from the largest incomes— our 
income ta x is somewhat lower than 
the English tax, but the difference by 
which our ta x Is lower than the E ng­ 
lish 
ta x Is incomparably more pro­ 
nounced in the ca se of small nnd mod­ 
era te Incomes than of large incomes. 


The “Excess Profits” Tax Here and 
Abroad. 


Moreover, If we add to our Income 
ta x our so called “excess profit ta x,” 
which is merely an additional income 
tax on ea rnings derived from busi­ 
ness, we shall find that the total ta x 
to which rich men are subject Is in 
the great m a jority of cases heavier 
here than 
in 
England or anywhere 


else. 
(4.) It is likewise true tha t the E n g ­ 
lish w a r excess profit ta x is 80 per 
cent, (less various offsets and allow­ 
a nces), 
whilst our so called excess 
profit ta x ra nges from 20 per cent, to 
60 per cent. 
Bu t It is entirely misleading to ba se 
a conclusion ns to the relative hea vi­ 
ness of the American and British ta x 
merely on a comparison of the rates, 
because the English ta x is a ssessed 
on a wholly different basis from the 
American tax. 
The Am erican excess profit law ( so 
called) taxes all profits derived from 
business 
over 
and 
above 
a certa in 
moderate 
percentage, 
regardless 
of 
whether or not such profits a re the 
result of war conditions. 
The Am eri­ 
can ta x is a general tax on income de­ 
rived 
from 
business 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
regular 
Income 
tax. 
The 
E n g­ 
lish tax applies only to excess war 
profits— tha t 
is, 
only 
to 
the 
sum 
by 
which 
profits In 
the 
war years 
exceed the profits In the three years 
preceding the war, which In England 
were yea rs of grea t prosperity. 
In 
other words, the English ta x is nomi­ 
nally higher than ours, but it applies 
only to war profits. T h e normal prof­ 
its of business— 1. e. , the profits which 
business used to make in peace time— 
a re exempted In England. 
There, only 
the excess over peace profits is taxed. 
Our tax, on the contra- y. applies to all 
profits over and above :i very, moder­ 
a te ra te on the money 
Invested in 
business. 


W e T ax Normal Profits, They Yax Only 
W ar Profits. 


In short, our la w m a kers ha\e de­ 
creed tha t normal business profits a re 
taxed here much more heavily than 
in England, while direct war profits 
a re taxed less heavily. 
You will agree with me In question­ 
ing both the logic and the Justice of 
ihat method. 
It would seem that it 
would be both fa irer and wiser and 
more in accord with public sentiment 
if the ta x on business in general were 
decreased and, on the other hand, an 
increased tax were Imposed on spe- j 
ciflc war profits. 
(5.) Our federal Inherita nce tax Is j 
fa r higher than it is In England o r! 
anywhere else. 
T h e maximum rate 
here on direct descendants is 2 7 % per l 
cent, as against 20 per cent, in E n g ­ 
land. 
In addition to that, we have 
sta te inheritance ta xes which do not j 
exist in England. 
(6.) Of her total a ctua l war expen­ 
ditures (exclusive of loans to her al- j 
lies and interest on w a r loans) Eng , 
land has raised less than 15 per cent, 
by ta xa tion (Fra nce and Germany fa r! 
less), while America is about to raise 
by taxation approximately 28 per cent. ; 
of her total war requirem ents (exclu- j 
sive of loans to the allied nations and , 
of the amount to he invested in mer­ 
ca ntile ships, which, being a produc- j 
tive investment, ca nnot properly be 
classed among war expenditures). 
We men of business a re ready and 
willing to be taxed In this emergency j 
to the very Unfit of our ability and to j 
make contributions fo w a r relief work , 
and other good ca uses without stint. 
T h e fa ct is that, genera lly speaking. ; 
capital 
engaged 
In 
business is now j 
being ta xed in America more heavily | 
than anywhere else in the world. 
We 
a re not complaining about th is; we do 
not say that it may not become neces­ 
sary to impose still further ta x e s; we 
a re not whimpering and squealing and J 
agitating, but- we do want the people 
to know what are the present fa cts. ! 
and we ask them not to give heed to j 
the demagogue who would make them 
believe that we a re es -aping our sha re > 
of ’.lie common burden.

That the importance of the brooder 
In rearing lurge numbers of incubator 
chicks cannot be overestimated, is the 
opinion of N. L. Harris, superintendent 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col­ 
lege poultry farm. 
“ Some artificial means of brooding 
chicks must be provided when incuba­ 
tor chicks hatch in cool or cold weath­ 
er,” said Mr. Harris. 
“ Where a small 
flock of birds is to be raised it is not 
profitable to use either the incubator 
brooder, but where large numbers of 
chickens are handled the brooder be­ 
comes a matter of convenience. 
"Keeping chicks in large flocks mini­ 
mizes the labor and reduces the cost 
of houses and yards. 
Where hens are 
used for broodens In cold weather only 
a few chicks can be given to each 
hen. 
This requires a lurgo number of 
coops and the attendant is compelled 
to give each group nearly as much at­ 
tention as would be required for one 
large flock cared for by the brooder." 
A large percentage of the hen brood­ 
ed chicks suffer from the effects of 
head lice, Mr. Harris 
pointed 
out. 
These not only are bothersome to the 
newly hatched chick, but continue to 
be a source of trouble through the en­ 
tire season. 
Where hens are not available nnd 
only a few chicks are to be raised it is i 
possible 
to construct 
a 
homemade 
brooder. 
These usually require con­ 
siderably more attention than those on 
the market but will g ive fairly good re­ 
sults. 
The most common method of heat­ 
ing these homemade brooders Is by 
means of a jug of hot water. 
A box 
which contains sufficient room for from 
o0 to 100 chicks and which is tight on 
all sides excepting the front, is the 
first requirement. 
Some method of 
ventilation should be provided on the 
top of the box. 
A two gallon jug of 
hot water furnishes the heating plant. 
The jug should be wrapped in burlap 
to protect the chicks and aid in retain­ 
ing the heat. 
This brooder will keep 
a limited number of chicks perfectly 
comfortable.

n-« cj tho pottti-» of the 
kegs, staged in the Delaware river be­ 
low Philadelphia, J anuary 
10, 1778. 
A number of British warships were 
lying In the river at that time and 
American forces were present in the 
vicinity. 
Capt. David Bushnell con­ 
ceived the idea of blowing up the Brit­ 
ish ships. 
He obtained a number of 
kegs nnd filled them with kerosene 
and gunpowder, and attached a plunger 
to each keg in such manner that It 
would scrape upon a flint the moment 
this plunger struck a solid substance. 
On the morning of J anuary 10 Brit­ 
ish lookouts upon the ships saw nu­ 
merous kegs floating down the Dela­ 
ware river. One of these collided with 
an lee cake. 
Instantly there was an 
explosion 
nnd 
a 
shower 
of 
ice 
splinters. 
The lookouts rubbed their 
eyes, then called the men to quarters, 
and intense Interest centered upon the 
oncoming kegs. 
The warship com­ 
manders sensed the situation and turn­ 
ed gunfire upon the kegs, exploding 
them one by one. 
Thus Captain Bush- 
nell’s scheme cnme to an unsuccessful 
end, but the idea behind the kegs cer-
